Dear Mr Paeglel- 


You were good enough to aBk after my son about 
whom I am anxious again just now.At Christmas he reported to me 
he was well and hoped soon to be discharged from the C.C.D.camp. 
He was reinmoculated then,and since that time he has not been 
at all well.In January he wroteka to me saying he was not well 
and had symptoms of kidney trouble. I then cabled to him to 
report sick to the battalion M.0..By this last mail I have a 
letter from him dated Feb.i0th saying “ It is no use reporting 
sick with something the M.O.cannot see.I know army doctors by 
now and these are stricter than any on account of so many 
malingerers.I am waiting for something to get worse so that I 
can report.I have fever every night,and grippe,with a cough 
worse than any I can remember,owing to cold weather and draughty 
houses.I have rheumatism in the knuckles." 

This boy was all through last winter and spbing campaigns.He was 
aken out of the trenches the end of May last and has ever since 
been a sick casualty.Before he came out ofthe line he was 
recommended for a commkssion by his Colonel-Col.J.McLaren and his 
Captain-Capt.Kilmer,and also by the President of his University- 


President Falconer;but being a casualty all this time his applicatiom 


Msxpe aoebtestion has lapsed.I went over to England in the summer 


to see the boy and offered to bring him out to Canada at my own 
expense and when he was well get him attached to a regiment 

here but I was told,as he was a private,nothing could be done 
until he was fit for duty.The boy is not yet fit for duty ,after 
nine months of sicknesgand is evidently now going down hiil 


merely from having to live under bad conditions in his present 


state.I cannot help feeling it is both cruel to the boy and 
wasteful to the army to keep ts keep him still in England under 
his present conditions. 


If you can help me in this matter I shall be grateful.

I am also on the outlook for 


a Professor of German, and would like a man who might 
take a class in Latin as well, as the call, for German 

at Acadia is very light at present. In ESEE positions 

I would like to have a Canadian anda man of strong 
moral character. If, at Toronto, you have anyone who 
would fill these conditions, I would be under obligations 
to you if you: would recommend him to me. 
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It is sugzested that the members of the Committee 
should be: = 
(a). Minister of Trade and Commerce (If he so desires)(J.C.McL.). 
(b) Three representatives of the Universities. 
(c) Two representatives of the Mamfacturers' Association. 
(a) One representing the Society of Chemical Industry ( One 
representing the Scientific Societies of Canada)(J.C.McL.). 

The Commission (or the Government)(J.C.McL.) to 
appoint & Chairman, who shall be throughly familiar with the re- 
guirements of industrial research. 

Further, that provision should be made for a paid 
Secretary. 

Tis Commission shall be empowered to arrange with 
the different Universities to undertake research for which they are 
especially equipped in men, laboratories, apparatus, etc. Only 
problems of general interest to the country as 2 whole such as 
those connected with the metallurgical, dyeing, cement, paper, 
explosives, mineral and other industries of Canada shall be under- 
taken. 

The Commission shall further report on the equipment 
end staff available for such work in the different Universities and 
seientifie schools, shall consider the economic value of all proposed 


investigations and be empowered to provide the funds necessary for 


carrying on the same
